Three Atlanta professional bonding 
firms today will be formally requested 
to pay the city of Atlanta $10,270, 
which they are alleged to owe the city 
in forfeitures and forfeiture costs, i 
was decided Wednesday night after 
members of a subcommittee of the po- 
lice committee of council, com of 
Councilmen Aubrey Milam and How- 
ard Haire, had checked the records of 
the police department against an au- 
ditor's statement. 

A discrepancy of $46 in favor of 
the bondsmen was found by the coun- 
eilman, inclunding $25, which was dis- 
covered as a credit for bond costs 
which the bondsmen did not owe and 
a mistake of $21. 

Bills will be submitted the three 
firms this morning and will cover for- 
feitures and forfeiture costs for the 
last three years. 

A bill of $4,815 will be rendered 
the firm of Garner & Bentley; one for 

565 to the firm of Mobley & Luns- 
ord, and one for $1,890 to the firm 
of Fred R. Stokes. 

The ordinance under which profes- 
sional bondsmen operate requires: that 
$5 forfeiture cost is due if the defend- 
ant is not surrendered within five 
days of forfeiture, and the full penal 
sum of the bond is due if the defend- 
ant is not produced within 30 days 
after date of forfeiture.

While Greenhaus was out on bail 
pending appeal from. the. using the 
mail to defraud sentence, he was ar- 
‘rested in New Tork on the forgery 
charge, but was sent to Atlanta in 
1932, before he could be tried on that 
charge in New York. 

When arrested on the forgery 
charge. according to New York po-

Association checks was found on him 
and prosecutors allege he distributed 
the checks in Kansas City, Chica 4 
Washington, Richmond, Norfo 
Detroit and New York.

purebred Poland China hogs, stated 
that the screw worm has attacked his 
cattle and hogs, but as his livestock is 
kept on pastures and examined regu- 
larly and treated promptly he has suf- 
fered no losses. 
However, Mr. Neely stated that the 
loss of farmers has been heavy in 
those cases where owners were not 
informed of the necessity of frequent 
examination and prompt treatment of 
infected animals, and they will heartily 
indorse The Constitution’s efforts in 
behalf of the state’s cattle industry. 
G. M. Thornhill, livestock producer, 
of Barwick, Ga., wrote The Constitu- 
tion that he has had serious trouble 
both last year and this year, and that 
he has had heavy loss.

“Editor Constitution: Please accept 
my heartiest congratulations upon the 
splendid effort you are making to 
arouse the public to a full conscious- 
ness of the frightful menace to the 
livestock industry of the entire south 
by the presence of the screw worm. 
Beyond question this is the most 
formidable pest which has ever in- 
vaded our state and is increasing with 
alarming rapidity. Unless heroic ac- 
tion is taken to check its ravages, dire 
results are unquestionably in store for 
the farmers with its resulting effect 
upon our entire recovery program. 
The field of the screw worm’s ac- 
tivity is so far reaching that beyond 
question the federal government should 
come to our relief at once with a sub- 
stantial appropriation.

bred bulls. It is therefore unfortuuate 
and untimely that we should encoun- 
ter this dreaded screw worm enemy at 
this time. 

“Of course, we can individually 
combat this fly by various methods, 
such as large fly traps, baited with 
fresh meat; the ceasing of all skin 
lacerations during the fly breeding 
seasons, and many other forethoughts 
that would tend to obstruct the fast 
multiplying and rapid spreading of the 
fly. It seems to me that for any 
hope of success in an elimination pro- 
gram the federal government must 
take hold in a militant manner, with 
ample funds, if we are to stamp out 
the pest. 

J am informed that the screw 
worm fly is present between the thir- 
tieth and thirty-fifth latitude, from 
the Atlantie coast of Georgia to the 
Pacific coast of California, but in no 
other part of the belt has it been so 
devastating as in the southeast. That 
section embraces close to one-third of 
the cattle population of the United 
States and the indications are that 
the fly will spread farther into the 
mid and far western cattle sections, 
thereby threatening the entire cattle 
population. I see no reason why the 
other cattle states would not join the 
southeast in demanding that congress 
make ample appropriation for the 
eradication of thie fly and I believe 
that the large cattle associations of 
Texas, the middle west and the far 
west ‘will gladly join us in an effort 
to get through a bill appropriating 
sufficient funds to properly do the 
job. Looking to that end I will be 
glad to see what I can do by taking 
the matter up with the various cat- 
tle organizations.

‘Timely warning of the vital need 


marked the annual meeting Wednes- 
day night of the Atlanta Tourist and 
Convention Bureau. 

It is self-evident that if a new 
auditorium is not supplied, the bu- 
reau may as well discontinue its ef- 
forts to bring conventions to the 
city, as national groups cannot be 
expected to continue to gather in 
a ramshackle, antiquated structure 
that has long outlived its usefulness. 

President Belle Isle, of the con- 
vention bureau, forcefully describes 
the situation in the terse statement 
that Atlanta has a golden oppor- 
tunity as a convention center if we 
only get our house in order; the 
important’ thing is adequate audi- 
torium facilities.“ 

During the present year 241 con- 
ventions have met in Atlanta, some 
of them attracting thousands of 
delégates, the total attendance 
reaching nearly 40,000 persons. 
The money spent by these dele- 
gates was of vital aid to every busi- 
ness interest in the city. 


Already the convention bureau 
has 57 conventions booked for next 
year, and the delegates to these 
gatherings will again contribute ma- 
terially to the money in circula- 
tion in the city. 

But this source from which ma- 
terial additions are being made an- 
nually to the life stream of local 
finance and business can be expect- 
ed to Steadily dry ‘up if the city 
does not furnish modern and con- 
venient quarters in which conven- 
tion delegates can gather to trans- 
act their business.

His first appearance probably will be 
in the 3,000 meters in the Millrose 
competition unless he can be persuad- 
ed to meet Cunningham, the Kansas 
Cyclone, and Bill Bonthron, ex-Prince- 
tonian, who may race the mile or 
1,500 meters again this winter.

“There is no single thing we could 
do towdrd restoring the American 
farm life to its proper and ‘rightful.

tion of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation. 

“I would like to propose this to you 
as a goal to be reached, and a goal 
which can be reached—that by 1945 
50 per cent of the farms of the Unit- 
ed States should have the benefits of 
electricity. 

“Blectrification of farms in the 
United States has not yet really be- 
gun. As I speak to you tonight, 
5,000,000 farm homes are without tiec- 
tricity. After years and years of ef- 
fort, less than 10 farms out of every 
100 have electricity, and only half of 
these can be regarded as typical 
farms. Here is a challenge and a task 
for our generation—to bring the 
many benefits of this great force into 
the lives of 25,000,000 American cit- 


izens.“ 
Testing 
The Tennessee 
project, Lilienthal said, 5 
“testing ground where the nation may 
work out many of the problems which 
must be faced if farm electrification 
is to go forward.”
